pH Lloyd Cole discards the 

I I Double Decker bar he’s 
been nibbling while waiting in his 
dressing room at Wogan. It's 
clearly not to his liking. Instead he 
returns to the rather more pressing 
matter: where the jiggins did he 
and his group The Commotions 
disappear to for the last two years? 
One minute they were larking 
about on Top Of The Pops singing 
jangly, wordy and rather good 
songs like “Perfect Skin” and 
“Brand New Friend” then - 
pftuuuuttfftfi - they were gone. Had 
they all given up this pop star lark 
and become antiques dealers in 
Suffolk? Had they just stayed in 
and watched Neighbours all day? 

Alas, the truth is, Lloyd reveals, a 
little less extraordinary. After eight 
months whizzing round the world 
promoting their last LP “Easy 
Pieces” (a record Lloyd now admits 
with regret wasn’t totally wonderful) 
they spent a year making their new 
LP “Mainstream” - mainly 
because, in the interests of “quality 
control”, the producer and the rest 
of the group kept telling Lloyd that 
his songs weren't quite good 
enough. “What is it they say?” he 
muses. '“Writers have to be able to 
kill their babies.’ I’ve killed about 15 
on the way to this album: it was 
very depressing.” 

Oh dearie me. Apart from that he 
says he read lots of books about 
computers, moved to London with 
his girlfriend Elaine (she writes 
about films for a London magazine) 
and decided that all the black polo 
neck jumpers that he’d become 
famous for would have to stay in 
the chest of drawers from now on. 

“I've always been very particular 
about what I wear,” he carefully 
explains, still just as shy and 
painfully polite as he used to be, 
“but so many people have 
impersonated the way I used to 
dress that I don't dress like that any 
more. Frankie Goes To Hollywood, 
for instance, did the black polo 
necks. We basically used to wear a 
lot of black denim and open- 
necked shirts and polo necks and 
now there's a lot of mediocre 
groups who dress down to make 
you realise they're serious artists - 
people like Danny Wilson. Let’s 
think, who else do I hate for the 
way they dress? Wet Wet Wet. 
Everybody,” he digresses, “hates 
Wet Wet Wet apart from their fans. 
It's great. They’ve completely 
divided the public - you either love 


U nfortunately, as he well 
knows, Lloyd Cole And The 
Commotions aren’t famous 
enough at the moment for most 
people to either love them or hate 
them.
